many mushroom. enterprises. The ignor- 
ant were Ied to believe that the word 
“electrical” in any prospectug meant 
big ‘dividends, and that thosc who sup- 
ported schemes for lighting towns by 
means of the new illuminant would quick- 
lv make fortunes. '‘ It is probable,’ says 
the aerial optimist, ‘' that in a short time 
flying machines will earry passengers at 
the same rates ag tho railway."’ It is 
well to remember, in ¢his connection, that 
the aeroplanc, like the tank, is nog yet 
a commercial appatatus bu, an engine 
of war. It hag had a uecful life of only 
about five years, and during tha; time it 
has had all the advantages of a ‘' moncy- 
no-object '’ spensorship. We do not 
really know the cost, from ao commercial 
point of view, of prodacing or maintain- 
ing cither of these dwenticth century 
machines. In the cvolution of all inven- 
tions there ig alwayz a period when the 
spectacular results open up before the 
unwary a prospect uf becoming suddenly 
and inurdinately rich. 


It is not without interest, gherefure, to 
observe that a highly technical article 
appeared recently in LEagineering in 
which a good case was made out for long- 
distance travel by airship rather than by 
aeroplane. Ii ia said that ‘‘ whilst the 
crossing of the Atlantic by aeroplane ig a 
very difficult performance, unless special 
intermediate stages are provided, a 
modern airship ig capable of negotiating 
the distance with case.” That statement 
is mndg in a journal notoriously cautious, 
and it is very remarkable- Nor must 
we omit to quote another statement that 
will doubtless surprise Many of our 
readers. ‘In fact,’ proceeds the techni- 
cal writer, “ if Zeppelins had been built 
in America, instead of Germany, it is 
quite likely tha, the Atlantic would have 
been crossed by air at any time since 
1916, when the 60-ton modern Zeppelin 
made it, appearance.” It is mathemati- 
cally proved tha, the maximum non-stop 
flight by an aeroplane is 1,136 miles, 
whilst in the case of an airship it is 
3,430 miles, which means that the range 
of‘the airship is more than threo times 
that of the ncroplane, One of the pioncers 
of the motor-car industry and a recognis- 
ed authority on serodynamics, Mr. 
Lancuester, thinkg it possible that an 
aeroplane might be designed to make a 
non-stop flighy of 2,000 miles under 
fayonrable conditions. A non-stop cross- 
ing over the Atlantic, therefore, would be 
in the nature of a freak performance. 
The great, advantage of the airship, how- 
ever, ig the weight that it can carry, 

The fact thag must bo faced is that 
both the aeroplane and the airship, os 
commercial machines, are still in the 
experimental stage. There can be no 
progress withou, a great deal of new 
data, and that will mean money. The 
investing public, for their own sake ond 
for the sake of the future development 
‘of the acroplane industry, should walk 
warily when allufing propositions are 
pnt before them. There aro indications 


of an ‘‘aeroplang boom,” just as there 


wag a ‘rubber boom.” Ag a war 
investiient many of the aeroplane ‘com- 
panies were profitable, and tha there is 
atill every confidence in them is indicated 
by the share market: No doubt there 
will be plenty of work for them in the 
years’ to come, because there will be a 


demand for the machizeg for special pur- 


poses; but when we read the enthusiastio 
‘apecches of inén like Mr, Horr Taomas 
and Mi J. A Wuuteng.p, who are 
sanguine of the immediate realisation of
